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Benny Johnson named Falmouth chief of police 


Butler City Council meets

Benny Johnson was 
voted in by the Falmouth 
City Council as the new 
Falmouth Police Depart¬ 
ment chief of police. The 
vote came to a tie, which 
was broken by Falmouth 
Mayor Elonda Hinson. 

Johnson said that he 
saw an opportunity and a 
challenge in accepting the 
position and is ready to 
take it head-on. 

“We want to build up 
a new trust and faith in the 
community and let them 
know that we’re still here 
to serve them,” Johnson 
said. 

Johnson now sits 
where former Falmouth 
Police Chief Mark Posey 
sat before being indicted 
and arrested on charges 
of theft and abuse of pub¬ 
lic trust earlier this year. 
Posey allegedly took over 
$10,000 from a drug task 
force account. 

Johnson said he is ful¬ 
ly aware of the prior situa¬ 
tion, but it doesn’t have an 
impact on his department.

“I know the city 
and the agency has got¬ 
ten somewhat of a black 
eye, but the people here 
were not involved in that 
situation,” Johnson said. 
“We’ve got some people 
that’s trying to take and 
do the right thing and do a 
good job.” 

The department is 
taking a direct approach 
in gaining the city’s trust, 
Johnson said. The new 
police chief is focused on 
community-oriented po¬ 
licing and enjoys work¬ 


ing community-involved 
programs, especially for 
the youth and elderly. His 
plans include creating 
events in the near future 
that help children and po¬ 
lice officers get to know 
each other. 

Johnson said he wants 
the citizens’ input, as well 
as police officers and city 
administration. Those in¬ 
puts give the department 
direction, Johnson said. 

“We want to build up a 
good rapport with the kids, 
then the citizens, then ev¬ 
erything else just kind of 
falls into place,” Johnson 
said. 

Johnson was born in 
Owen County and grew 
up in Cincinnati, then 
moved to Kenton County 
during the last part of his 
senior year of high school 
and graduated from Dixie 
Heights High School. Af¬ 
ter an Associates Degree at 
Gateway and a short stint 
at Northern Kentucky Uni¬ 
versity, he married his now- 
wife of nearly 36 years and 
entered the workforce. 

He dabbled in retail 


and machining for a few 
years, but Johnson decided 
at 24 that he wanted to be¬ 
come a police officer. 

Johnson began his ca¬ 
reer at the Kenton County 
police reserves as a reserve 
officer, then went to the 
Eastern Kentucky Univer¬ 
sity Police Academy and 
is now finishing his Mas¬ 
ter’s in criminal justice at 
the University of Cincin¬ 
nati. He ended up in the 
river community of Lud¬ 
low where he spent over 
20 years as a patrol officer, 
detective, sergeant, assis¬ 
tant police chief and then 
police chief before retiring 
in November of 2013. He 
spent a short time as a bank 
manager assistant before 
following his heart and re¬ 
turning to law enforcement 
at Silver Grove Police De¬ 
partment where he was a 
lieutenant for the past year. 

Johnson said he is 
confident in the depart¬ 
ment and the people’s abil¬ 
ity to come together and 
create an understanding 
on what needs to be done.

The Butler City Coun¬ 
cil met for its regularly 
scheduled meeting on 
Monday, May 4. Council 
members in attendance 
included Mayor Greg 
McElfresh, Dave Hopkins, 
Gerald McElfresh, Paul 
Vanlandingham, Pat Tay¬ 
lor, Herb Clark and Bonnie 
Bonar. 

Falmouth Fire Chief 
Dave Marquardt gave his 
report that there were a few 
runs in the city and that the 
2601 fire truck still needs 
some minor repairs. 

Butler Police Chief Ken 
Hale said that there were 
56 calls to the police 
department, five citations, 
four warnings, two arrests, 
three offenses, six assists 
and 68 checks. The 56 calls 
concerned issues such as 
child abuse and traffic con¬ 
trol. 

Hale is going through 
the Criminal Justice Center 
to obtain a grant for a new 
vest. He also presented 
information on buzzard¬ 
scaring propane cannons 


and on a generator, the lat¬ 
ter of which was gathered 
for Mayor McElfresh. Hale 
also said the state had low¬ 
ered the speed limit on a 
Butler bridge. 

Butler City Attorney 
Robert Bathalter said he 
sent letters on delinquent 
taxes and plans to do a 
sewer hookup ordinance. 

Gary Seibel discussed 
the upcoming Memorial 
Day parade and informed 
the council that he would 
be decorating and driving a 
float unless he could find 
another driver. He also said 
he needs a certificate of 
insurance on the city for a 
fireworks permit. Bobbie 
Seibel then asked for vol¬ 
unteers for the parade, stat¬ 
ing repainting, fixing the 
swings and other park 
work as work to be done. 

A few citizens voiced 
their concerns on stray cats 
in their yards and flower 
beds. 

Bro. Breeden asked the 
council to stop some Tues¬ 
day around 5 p.m. so that

Phoenix Ramsey, the

Legislative perspective on Kentucky General Assembly 


On Monday, our nation 
came together to pay tribute 
to those who gave all they 
had to protect all that we 
have. 

Memorial Day has long 
had a special place in our 
history, and this years holi¬ 
day comes at a time of sev¬ 
eral major anniversaries. It 
was 150 years ago this 
spring, for example, when 
the Civil War ended, and 
this summer is the 70th 
anniversary of the end of 
World War II. This year is 
also the 40th anniversary of 
the end of fighting in Viet¬ 
nam. 

Altogether, more than 40 
million people have protect¬ 
ed this country since the 
first shot was fired in the 
Revolutionary War. More 
than 1.2 million have lost 
their lives in combat. 

It is difficult to fully 
grasp numbers that large, 
but the key is to look beyond 
that total and to recall the 
individual sacrifice they all 
made in now-familiar places 
like Pearl Harbor, Norman¬ 
dy, Saigon, Baghdad and 
Kabul. 

Here in Kentucky, we 
have gained a hard-earned 
reputation for always being 
willing to do more than our 
fair share. In fact, during the 
War of 1812, more Ken¬ 
tuckians lost their lives in 
battle than every other state’s 
casualties combined. In 


World War I, a Kentuckian 
was the very first American 
casualty - McLean County 
native Corporal James Beth¬ 
el Gresham - and a Kentuck¬ 
ian was one of that war’s last 
survivors: Hopkinsville’s 

Robley Rex, who died in 
April 2009, just a few days 
prior to his 108th birthday. 
He was our country’s sec- 
ond-to-last World War I vet¬ 
eran. 

Kentucky also was the 
native state of the first U.S. 
Armored Forces casualty of 
World War II. Private Rob¬ 
ert H. Brooks, from Scott 
County, died during an 
attack in the Philippine 
Islands just hours after Pearl 
Harbor was bombed on 
December 7, 1941. 

On Monday, Kentucky 
dedicated its newest memo¬ 
rial to soldiers like these. 
This one will honor those 
National Guardsmen who 
gave their lives while serving 
Kentucky. There are 233 
names altogether, dating 
back to 1912. 

Sadly, our region has 
direct ties to this memorial, 
with two of the men having 
served in our 201st Engineer 
Battalion. The first is Private 
Steven E. Jones of Pendleton 
County, who died in 1984 
as part of a training exercise. 
He had been with the unit 
for less than two months. 

In 2008, Dry Ridge’s 
Sergeant Daniel Wallace 


died in Afghanistan. He had 
been in the Guard for about 
two-and-a-half years and 
had been in Afghanistan for 
just about five months. 

In addition to his name 
appearing on this memorial, 
he will also be included in a 
new one that the General 
Assembly authorized several 
years ago to honor Kentuck¬ 
ians killed in Iraq and 
Afghanistan. There have 
been more than 110, and 
that includes those who 
served in the first Gulf War 
in the early 1990s. I was 
proud to sponsor the law 
making this one possible. 

Memorial Day is often 
thought of as the kick-off to 
summer, but its meaning 
goes much deeper than that. 
I hope you were able to 
attend an event honoring 
our fallen heroes, but if not, 
I encourage you to at least 
seek out a friend or loved 
one who served on our 
behalf. Take time to hear 
their stories, and to thank 
them for all that they did. 
About one in 10 of our adult 
citizens is a veteran, and 
their legacy upholds every 
value we hold dear. 

These parades, ceremo¬ 
nies and private moments 
are important because, as 
President Calvin Coolidge 
once said, “The nation 
which forgets its defenders 
will itself be forgotten.” 

If you are a veteran or are 
still serving, I want to take 
this opportunity to thank 
you as well. Your sacrifice 
can never be repaid, but 
always know that it will 
never be forgotten or taken 
for granted.

As a member of Ken¬ 
tucky’s Legislature, I often 
reflect on the fact that our 


commonwealth and nation 
would not be possible with¬ 
out their commitment and 
sacrifice. It is not lost on me 
that the lives lost in service 
to the U.S. were given to 
ensure that our government 
remains “of the people, by 
the people, and for the peo¬ 
ple” as President Lincoln 
said. 

This past Memorial Day, 
I hope you enjoyed family 
barbecues, friends and loved 
ones, and took a few 
moments to think about the 
price paid for our freedoms 
and liberties by millions 
since the foundation of this 
great nation. Also, try to 
articulate your gratitude to a 
veteran, even if it is by sim¬ 
ply saying “thank you.” 


A life changing decision

One of the soldiers turned 
to Private Howard. “What 
about you, Old Man? Want 
to join us to find some beau¬ 
tiful island girls when we get 
to Hawaii?” 

As they approached 
Hawaii, all the soldiers could 
talk about was the fun they 
would have when they got 
there. World War II was rag¬ 
ing, and for months they had 
been enduring the hardships 
of boot camp. When they 
had finished, after a short 
leave, they were being 
shipped out to Hawaii before 
heading to the fighting in the 
Pacific. But as they traveled, 
Private Merrill Howard sat 
quietly, not joining in the 
excitement of the others. 

He had grown up in a 
farm family, and when his 
father became ill, Merrill 
dropped out of school to 
help. He would work all day, 
and then study by candle¬ 
light, trying to keep up on his 
studies. Once in a while he 
would take a day and go back 
to school to test on the les¬ 
sons he had prepared. When 
graduation came, those in his 
class were shocked to learn 
that he had finished the 
course work on his own and 
would be graduating with 
them. 

He had hoped to go to 
college but had barely 
enrolled when his father 
asked him to return home 
again. He was twenty-five 
when Japan attacked Pearl 
Harbor, but he wasn’t mar¬ 


ried, so it wasn’t long before 
his draft number came up. 
But now, as the others chat¬ 
tered excitedly, all he could 
think about was the commit¬ 
ment he had made to himself 
to do the things he had been 
taught, and to always attend 
church when he could. 

So, to the other soldier’s 
question, Private Howard 
shook his head. “Since it will 
be Sunday when we get there, 
I’m hoping to go to church.” 

The other soldier, and 
those near, roared with laugh¬ 
ter. “You’ve got to be kid¬ 
ding,” one of them said. “You 
know that soon you could be 
dead, and you have a chance 
to live it up for a few days. 
You’re not going to waste 
time going to church, are 
you?” 

The word of what Private 
Howard had said spread 
quickly, and soon everyone 
was teasing him. It made the 
last part of the journey seem 
to last forever. 

When they arrived in 
Hawaii, Private Howard 
wondered how he would get 
to church, but they hadn’t 
even had time to settle in 
when a young lieutenant 
showed up at their barracks. 
“Anyone in this company 
want to attend church?” he 
asked. 

The other soldiers chor¬ 
tled as they pointed at Private 
Howard. 

“You want to go to 
church?” the lieutenant asked 
him. Private Howard nod¬ 
ded, so the lieutenant led him 
out to a waiting truck. Simi¬ 


larly, a few men joined them 
from other units, all telling 
the same story of being teased 
for going. 

While most of the soldiers 
spent their time in riotous 
living, Private Howard and 
those few men with him 
spent the week enjoying 
church socials. But soon the 
week was over, and everyone 
packed their duffle bags. As 
Private Howard lined up with 
the others, his commander 
barked at him, “Howard, 
take your gear with you and 
report to the officer’s hall.” 

When he arrived at the 
hall, he found the other men 
he had gone to church with 
already there. The lieutenant 
was also there. When Private 
Howard walked in, the lieu¬ 
tenant said, “You men are to 
be transported to the com¬ 
puter center at Diamond 
Head. You will be working 
there for the duration of your 
service. The general over that 
computing command center 
told me to find some good 
men to work there. I could 
think of no better way than 
by finding out who would 
stick to what he knew was 
right by attending church, 
even when he was far from 
home.” 

Now, on Memorial Day, 
when I look at the flag flying 
over my father’s grave, indi¬ 
cating his service to his coun¬ 
try, I am proud that Private 
Howard is my father. I am 
also grateful that he taught 
me by example to try to do 
what I know is right, even 
when I’m far from home.

Rablli'Ben Ezra 
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Delmar Gabbard, 
soldier in World War Two 


I was a young man, 18 
or so, sitting in Dailey Gab¬ 
bard’s General Store in Elk- 
atawa, Kentucky, just visit¬ 
ing as we had moved back 
to this community in which 
I was reared. Sam, the patri¬ 
arch of the Gabbard family 
was seated on the bench 
that had worn slick from the 
shifting of many behinds 
thereon. A salesman entered 
and asked, “Does anyone 
know the family of Delmar 
Gabbard?” Sam and Dailey 
immediately said that he 
was the brother of one, the 
son of the other. 

The salesman sat in a 
vacant chair near a Warm 
Morning heating stove and 
related, “I was in the army 
with him and we served 
together in Germany. Russia 
was pushing Germany back 
after being invaded. We 
weren’t with General Patton 
but were close by. Delmar 
and I were in the same pla¬ 
toon which was attached to 
a tank brigade that was 
mopping up after an Allied 
bombing. We were going up 
this ravine and the tank 
which we were following 
was firing its guns at any 
hiding place that might 
have been cover for Nazi 
soldiers. 

Of course, the tank 
could not get all of the hid¬ 
ing places and after we had 
passed a cave in the side of a 
mountain, a Nazi sniper 
shot Delmar from behind 
and he went down, mortally 
wounded. I fired back, kill¬ 
ing the sniper, and ran to 
Delmar’s side. I turned him 
over and he was bleeding 
from his mouth and I knew 
he would not live more than 
a few minutes as the projec¬ 
tile had entered his back 
and exited just over his 
heart, probably penetrating 
his heart in its deadly 
course. “ 


“I held his head in my 
hands as he breathed his 
last. I promised him as he 
lay dying that if I made it 
back home I would look up 
his family and tell them 
how he died. I now live in 
West Virginia and am on 
business to eastern Ken¬ 
tucky. I remembered Del¬ 
mar had said that he was 
from Elkatawa in Breathitt 
County; I looked it up and 
that’s how I am here. It’s 
taken me nine years but I 
have kept my promise to 
Delmar!” 

The atmosphere had 
gotten deathly still as the 
salesman told his story and 
we sat in numbed silence as 
he finished. Several 
moments went by before 
Sam shuffled on his bench, 
and rising, he pulled a red 
handkerchief from his pock¬ 
et. His face creased with 
tears as he went out the 
door to grieve afresh for his 
son who had been buried 
nearby in a family cemetery. 
I was nine years old when 
Delmar returned to his 
home via the L & N Rail¬ 
road in a coffin draped by 
an American Flag. Two sol¬ 
diers accompanied Delmar. 
The Gabbard family lived 
in a large white house with a 
porch that extended from 
one end to the other. The 
porch was about ten feet 
wide and approximately 30 
feet long. This was where 
the funeral was held. Some 
sat in chairs on the porch 
and others sat on the floor 
of the porch, their legs dan¬ 
gling toward the grass 
below. Most of the crowd 
sat on the grass in the yard. 
A few of the older persons 
sat on chairs. The preachers 
extolled the character of 
Delmar and the sacrifice 
that he had paid that we 
might live in a free country. 
No one in public or private 


had anything to say but 
good things about Delmar. 

My Father was a teacher 
in the one room school in 
Elkatawa and someone had 
asked him to say a few 
words. I remember as 
though it happened yester¬ 
day, him closing his remarks 
by reciting “In Flanders 
Fields.” 

In Flanders Fields. 

In Flanders fields, the pop¬ 
pies blow 

Between the crosses, row 


on row, 

That mark our place, and 
in the sky, 

The larks, still bravely fly, 
Scarce heard, amid the 
guns below. 


We are the dead; short days 
ago 

We lived, felt dawn, saw 
sunsets glow, 

Loved and were loved, and 
now we lie 
In Flanders fields. 


Take up our quarrel with 
the foe! 

To you from failing hands 
we throw 

The torch; be yours to hold 
it high! 

If ye break faith with us 
who die! 

We shall not sleep, though 


poppies grow 
In Flanders fields.

• 1 cup flour 

• 1/2 cup brown sugar 

• 1/4 teaspoon salt 

• 1/2 cup butter, softened 
Filling: 

• 1 quart strawberry pie fill¬ 

ing 

Topping: 

• 11/2 cups oatmeal 

• 1/2 cup brown sugar 

• 1/4 cup flour 

• 5 tablespoons butter 

Directions: 

Combine crust ingredi¬ 
ents. Pat into a 9” pan. Bake 
at 350° for 15 minutes. 
Spread filling over baked 
crust. Combine topping 
ingredients and sprinkle over 
filling. Bake an additional 
20-25 minutes or until edges 
are bubbly.
